The Dominion of CanadSi 

Wo make room for ono of tho last 
spoccbes of tho late lamented D'Arcy 
McGee, delivered a short time previous to 
his assassination, feeling assured it will 
bo acceptablo to bis many friends and 
admirers in tliia Colony : 

On the 3rd March, at Montreal, tbo 
Hon. D'Arcy McQee delivered an elo- 
qaent address, takings for his sahjcct 
"Our New lifation and the Old Empire," 
Wo regret we have only spaoo for a few 
extracts. The eloquent speaker, having 
given a brief sketch of tho new constilu- 
lional system of Canada, said : — 

Allow mo now to point to the map of 
tho dominion and Bay something of the 
physical fjatnres of tho country this con" 
Btitution is to govern, Tho dominion, 
08 it is, extends only from tho Nova 
Scotia coast to tbo Hndson Bay Com- 
pany's Ipretended bonodary; but steps 
were already taken at our preliminary 
session, short as it was, to incorporate the 
habitable parts of the Northwest, and 
overtures havo been already nKvde for the 
admission of British Columbia. Tlio dis- 
tances, I know, are onormous — 3,000 
miles between the most distant points in 
one direction and 3,600 in another; but 
these distances, it is always to bo remom" 
bered, are on the gigantic scale of Amer- 
can geography, not on tho minote scale of 
I'juropo, Wide as are the distances, it is 
us natural for as to desire an outlet sea- 
wards, both east and west, as ib is for our 
neighbors; it is as natujal as for a man 
to prefer a corner lot for bis a^TLfu wdliiig 
or a corner store for his business. The 
oceans aro definite and indisputable 
boundary lines, which no Ashburton 
treaty can quibble away. British Colum- 
bia has five degrees of Pacific frontage, 
aad even tbe grasping Oalifornians could 
afford to leave us so much of an outlet — 
for as an outlet mainly it ia valuable; nnd 
if Alaska were worth $7,000,OoO to tho 
tlnited States, Columbia cannot be worth 
less to those who may hereafter possess 
and govern it. But tbe wsy to secure 
Columbia is to colonise the Saskatchewan, 
and this the Columbians themselves very 
clearly comprehend. Wo havo all read, I 
am sure with great pleasure, tho resolu- 
tions of a meeting held at Cariboo ou tho 
last day of 1867, in which they cordially 
hail the new dominion and propose the 
udmissioii of their own province, and in 
which they add Ihi.'* expression of opinion 
iu relatio.i to central British America : — 
"That this meeting respectfully invito 
the undivided attention of the Dominion 
Goverumqat to the boundlessnesa of that 
fertile, belt of country sUaated on the 
banks of tbe Saskatchewan, and earnestly 
recommend that ample means of access 
thereto be iratuediately provided, with a 
view to its more rapid colonisation, tborc- 
by cementing aud eonsolidatiog tbe con- 
templated onion of this colony with the 
dominion of Canada." 

If I conid borrow Sterne's starling to 
keep constantly repeating in tbe ears of 
our statesmen one phrase, it would be — 
" Colonise the Baskalchowan I" The 
future ot the dominioo depends on our 
early occupation of that rich prairie land 
— the only large extent of prairie remain- 
ing i,!.:,3tilud in any part of Ainerica^ J 
should feel tolerably free ifom anxiety as 
to onr fnturo in that, direction nt least, if 
V7S 1)qu jGOjGOO buiiilera ou tho Saskat- 
chewan: theV would not OnlvfpBil l^riuah 

Uoiumbia, bat enrich thomselvtis, Ontaria, 
and the dominion ; tho Ottawa Canal 
would soon be burst o; en at tho farther 
end by tho bulk of British freight thuy 
would Set Quoai iipuu Lii'iio Superior and 
Lake Huron. And I do not hesitate to 
say that if a land policy as liberal as that 
I of the United States is established over 
I ihn rich prr.i.-:cs of our NorthTrciit, it ^i!!

of tbe dominion can do to satisfy.j tbis^I^ova 
Scotia majority, that it oright to b'e'dono — 
frankly, voluntarily, and at once. As to 
angry and unjust things Ibat have been said 
and printed in Nova Scotia against this 
part ol tbe dominion, we must not stop 'n 
answer railing with railing, but if injustice 
bas been dooe through our means io wholo 
or in part; it is surely cot too much to ask 
of those who say so, to point oat the pats 
tioular acts of injustice? II we havo wronged 
any ono, ii ih our Qrst duty to make repar*- 
lion ; and I tor one am heartily with the 
Nova Scntiana, or any other snbjtsotg fif 
there ore ony) who have been wronged 
uncier tho union, iu demanding that early 
and ainpla reparation shall be made. We 
must not allojv a qnestipn jOf tariff or any 
othei question to separate us and so impor- 
tant a seotioD of our, fellow-subjects forever; 
bat at tbe same time we have a right to 
look ' to Nova Sootio not to imperil the 
future of British America — the future of 
freu institutions on this conlincat — by over- 
stating or Bxagijuraiing their complaioia 



us of its privileges, except discord and laetion 
in our ranks. Here, gentlemen, 1 take my 
stand, and 1 would not desire a bettor or 
higher occupation for tho remainder of my 
days than to devote tbera to the defence and 
illustration of this constitution, I do not 
pretend In bu incapable of improvement ; let 
lime test in provisions nnd experience regu- 
loto their operation. Even from ita foes it is 
entitled to a fair trial, but what is it entitled 
to from its friends? It is not for the friends 
of Ihn oonstitntion to give a eold, or drowsy, 
or perfunctory support to the system of Gov- 
ernment t!:Gy uphold. Surely zeal is as 
lawful \ ICO e. cited on behalf of established 
insiiiutious as when roused by appeals to 
the passioos on behalf of disoord and disun- 
ion. And BSBurodly, also, tlie interests com- 
prehended ia oar great experiment— coverin'g 
a contioeot in space, including tho perspec- 
tive of oenturiea in time — are of a magniiuJo 
to inspire the most nrdent attaohraenl on the 
part of friends of Iree government afier tba 
British pattern, I iuvoke, then, from all our 
educated men — in or out of aoinal politics — 
a closer study of the Oonstituiioo Act ; of the 
Bonrces of law and ezperieaoe in England 
and Araorico, from which its provisions have 
been moinly drawn ; aod a seiiri liing contrast 
or comparison of this syHiem with ihat of the 
United States, or any othur corietitution past 
or present. As men who travel far, ond see 
many strange things to amuse or instruct 
them, usually return more content with their 
own country, so my firm belief is that the 
mora our conatilution is studied and unuer- 
siood the more it will gain upon the iDioHi- 
gence, the good sense and tbe patriotic aflec" 
tions of the people of all the provinces now 
composing, or hereafter to compose, the Do- 
minion of Canada— which may God long 
preserve !
